Independent Creamery to be Erected at 

Every Point in District Where a 

Bottling Plant is Located 



Pay Higher Than That Received In The 
Year of 1900 

Information comes from Washington 
on the point of most interest to the per- 
sons who are to do the census enumer- 
ating, the question, of pay. . United 
Census Director Durand says that 
for the thirteenth census which will be- 
gin April 1, there are to be three general 
rates—the per capital, the mixed, and 
per diem.. The first and second general 
— ., ! rates have five subdivisions . -. each.-

PLAN TO HAVE CREAMERIES to $3.50, $4, 54.50, $5, $5.50 and. $6, and 

are to be paid for a day of eight hours' 
work. 

For enumerators on the .per capita 
basis, which will be the most widely 
used, the pay for each inhabitant is: 
Class A. two cents; class B, two and 
one half cents; class C, three cents; class 

D, three and one half cents, and class 

E, four cents. Such enumeators will 
also be paid for each farm as follows: 
Class A, twenty cents; Class B, twenty- 
two and one half cents; Class C. twen- 
ty-five cents; class D, twenty-Beven 
cents; and class E. thirty cents. TheBe 
rates are in each case five dents or more 
higher than those paid in 1900, when the 
range was from fifteen, to twenty cents. 
For each establishment of productive 
industry the rate of each class: is thirty 
cents. For each barn and inclosure 
containing live stock not on farms, the 
pay is ten cents for each class. 

Under the mixed rate, which iB a 
combination of the per capita and the 
per diem is: Class F, $1.; Class G, $1.25 
H, $1.25; I„ $1.75; and J, $2.00. For 
each inhabitant the pay is: Class F. two 
cents; G, two and one half cents; H, 
two and one half cents; I, two and one 
half cents; H, two and one half cents; 
and J, three cents. For each farm: 
Class F, fifteen cents; G, seventeen and 
one half cents; H, seventeen and one 
half cents; I and J, twenty cents each. 
For each establishment and productive 
industry the rate is twenty cents for 
each class. 



The milk producers of the Chicago 
district Wednesday declared war on the 
milk .trust and. planned retaliatory 
measures, that probably will; act as a 
check, if ^ not entirely an offset, to the 
ultimatum of the big bottling plants on 
summer contracts. 

In consequence, from twenty to thir- 
ty-five creameries and cheese factories 
are expected to be established in this 
section. One will be established at each 
point where there is a bottling plant 
before March 15, contract sighing day. 
If the Borden priceB are not to the farm- 
ers' liking and the; co-operative plants 
are running the latter will get the entire 
output and the bottlers nothing. 

On the other hand, if the trust firms 
yield to the demand for higher rates to 
the producers, the creameries and cheese 
factories will be able to utilize the sur- 
plus milk product 

High prices were the keynote of the 
meeting so the consumers of 8 cent milk 
can extract small comfort therefrom. 
It was indicated that an increase of 10 
per cent an eight gallon can and 15 cents 
per 100 pounds to the bottlers would be 
likely. 

The consensus of opinion among the 
directors of the Milk Producers' Protec- 
tive Association, who constituted the 
meeting in the Ashland Block, Chicago, 
-was that 1910 will see higher prices for 
all Borts of dairy products.

Goodwin, Crystal Lake; Ray Paddock,, 
Round Lake; C. E. Williams, Genoa 
Junction, Wis'. ; and William N* Osborne,- 
"Wanatah, Ind. ; with instructions to re- 
port at the annual meeting on Feb. 7. 
• i The national convention of milk pro- 
ducers will be held in connection with 
the annual meeting of the association on 
Feb. 7, and Secretary James P. Grier 
was instructed to invite Secretary of 
Agriculture James Wilson, former Gov. 
Hoard of Wisconsin, and Gov. Warner 
of Michigan, to be. present and address 
the delegates. 

The producers are planning a rally 
campaign in Northern Illinois and Indi- 
ana and Southern Wisconsin and Mich- 
igan to onlarge the association's mem- 
bership for the fight against the milk 
trust in. March.

a bill introduced .last week ; by Repre- 
sentative.Thomas M. Bell "of Georgia 
becomes a law. 

The bill provides that hereafter the 
federal government shall issUe no in- 
ternal revenue licenses to retail liqour 
dealers in state, county or municipal 
prohibition territory. It is made the 
duty of the interal revenue collectors to 
keep themselves informed of the exis- 
tence and extent of prohibition districts 
within their jurisdiction and to refuse 
government licenses to liquor dealers 
therein. , 

There illicit liquor dispensaries run in 
defiance of the local law officers, but 
they don't take such risks when it comes 
to the federal government. They take 
oat the federal liceness because they 
know it will go hard with them- if they 
are discovered selling without licenses 
by the internal revenue sleuths. Then 
they trust to luck and pull that they 
will not be brought to time by the local 
authoriteies. 

If, however, "p\ ind pigs" are refused 
federal licenses, few of them will risk 
operation! as they! would be liable to 
prosecution at any time by the 
government. 

In many of the- prohibition southern 
states the "blind pig" evil is so prev- 
alent that measueres of this nature are 
deemed nessary to its extermination.

The program shows that the list of 
speakers' is one of the best that ever 
has been heard in the county.

After returning from a day spent 
looking for work, William Kennedy, 
aged 30 years, son of Mrs. Patrick 
Dugan of Warrenton Grove, was killed 
by a St. Paul train near Warrenton on 
Monday evening at 6 o'clock. 

His body was terribly mangled for the 
young man was run.right down by the 
train, having; stepped directly in front 
of the engine. 

Kennedy lived in Chicago, but had 
come to visit his mother Saturday. He 
was a painter by trade and had done 
work in the vicinity last fall and came 
here at this time to see if he could land 
some more work. Finding none, early 
in the morning he said he would go to 
Liberty ville to see if he could get work 
cutting ice. The day was spent in 
Libertyville and he took the electric car 
east, getting off at Rondout to walk 
up to Warrenton along the St. Paul 
tracks.' 

The fact that Kennedy did not have 
good eyeBight is believed to have been 
the cause of him being unable to discern 
the train. He was^walking north on 
the north bound track when a train ap- 
proached from the north on the south 
bound track. It was a train which runs 
between Rondout and Wadsworth, 
pickingup section hands, etc 

Kennedy did not hear the : train , un- 
til the engineer blew the whistle and 
the belief ia that because of his defec-

tive eyesight, he believed; the train was 
coming behind him and he stepped over 
from the north bound to the south 
bound track. He realized his mistake 
just to late, for the engineer declares, 
he again started , to jump aside when 
the train was upon him and ! had one 
foot partiy off the track.

George E. Webb of this place was 
also on the grand jury venire but on 
account of an error in the subpoena 
in which his name appeared as George 
B. Webb instead of George, E. Webb 
he was . rejected and .consequently is 
not serving on the jury. 

Out of the forty-five subpoenaed only 
twenty- two. were accepted among them 
| being John Whalen of Waukegan. .

Mrs. Richard Martin Died at her Home 
at Twelve O'clock Sunday Nighty 

Just as the clock was pointing to the 
hour of midnight.oh Sunday last the 
Angel of Death entered the home of 
Mr. Richard Martin on Victoria street 
and removed therefrom the companion 
of his declining years; 

Although Mrs. Martin had been in 
failing health for the past few years 
and was feeble with advancing age. 
her last illness was of only a short dura- 
tion and he* death was quite unexpec- 
ted. She was taken ill only a few days 
before her death, the cause of which 
was a severe case of pneumonia. 
-Mrs. MarJin was born in Ireland on 
the seventeenth day of March 1827, and 
passed away at her home in Antioch on 
the twenty-third day of January 1910, 
at the age of eighty-two years, ten 
months and six days.

ENGINEER STICKS TO POST 

When Crown Cap of Boiler Blows Out 
ami Envelopes Him in Steam. 

An engineer and afireman were se- 
verely scalded by steam Monday when 
the crown cap : of la. boiler of a freight 
train on the Wisconsin division of the 
Chicago & Northwestern railroad blew 
out two miles south of Barrington. 

The accident delayed service on -the 
Wisconsin division, and hundreds of 
■uburbanites were put in peril, delayed 
and inconvenienced. 

Those ^injured tfre: Fred Wooding, 
Barrington, engineer, hands, face and 
body scalded, taken to his home. 

Albert Caeder, Palatine, 111., fireman,, 
severe scalds about body, arms and 
hands, taken to his home. 

The accident occurred soon after six 
o'clock and caused a panic on a near-by 
passenger train. 

The freight train was bound for Chi- 
cago from Barrington. It -was running 
at moderate speed. Two miles south of 
Barrington the crown cap of the loca- 
motive boiler b\ew out without warning 
and the hissing steam suddenly envel- 
oped the engineer and fireman, who had 
no opportunity to escape. 

Although blinded by the cloud of 
steam that scalded his flesh, Engipcer 
Wooding remained at his post, until he 
stopped the train. Then he and the 
fireman jumped. 

The report of the escaping steam at- 
tracted railroad employes at work in the 
yards and they went to the injured men. 

The accident is said to have been 
caused by a defect in the flues. ...

The declaration of State Superintend- 
ent of Schools Frank F. Blair at accent 
meeting of his ' assistants in Chicago 
that wealthy men buying country homes 
avoid paying their tax and cause country 
schools to be so impoverished that thej 
cannot pay living wages to teachers has 
aroused a tempest in a teapot in 1 Lake 
county. 

While the comments on the remarks ; .' 
are not bitter, they- are forceful and • 
conditions show that in this county the 
millionaire residents are boosters of the 
country school. 

, In fact in a district south of Liberty- 
ville, Joseph Medill Patterson, million- 
aire socialist, author ' and playwright, 
whose two plays, "The Fourth Estate" 
and "A Little Brother of the Rich," are 
now running in the Chicago theatres, 
and F. E. Marsh, owner of the Gratta» 
stock farm and the Libertyville mile 
oval, are both directors and besides 
fostering the school and making it pos- 
sible to pay a teacher well, have donated 
books and taken an active interest- in 
the school affairs. . 

On the Armour place, the J. J)gden 
Armour's also toster a country school, 
although there are three farmers on th« 
directorate. . Armour some • time ago 
visited the school and took a great in- 
terest in its work. 

4 * As far" as " I '- know, ' ' • said County 
Superintendent of Schools Simpson/., 
"there ' is not a wealthy resident wh» 
avoids payment of taxes or-iri'any way 
contributes to the impoverishment of a 
district On the contrary, the ^wealthy 
residents of the country districts, wher- 
ever found, take an interest in the local 
country school and help it all they can. 
."There are no schools in Lake county 
that ought to be closed on account of ia- 
competent teachers or like conditions, 
but there are' schools that ought to be 
closed because of the slim attendance of 
five or less." . 

The remarks that stirred the tempest ■ 
and that appeared in a Chicago paper, 
later to be repeated by a Kankakee 
paper, are as follows: 

"Thatthe tenant system of farming, 
the buying up by wealthy men of great 
tracts of land ana\ leasing them in small 
lots to the former owners, is raising 
havoc %vith the country schools of Illinois, 
is the statement made before the month- 
ly meeting of the Chicago head assist- 
ants by State Superintendent Francis 
G. Blair. 

*'Mr. Blair says he found conditions 
so deplorable thatafter he had drafted 
with much labor, a report on education- 
al conditions in Illinois for a Boston edu- 
cator he refused to send it because it 
would bring disgrace on the state. 

"Mr. Blair claims that the wealthy 
men evade the payment of just taxes 
and that consequently rural school dis- 
tricts have not enough money to hire 
competent teachers. He says there are 
at least 500 school rooms in the state 
that might just as well be closed, on 
account of incompetency of the teachers. 
In one case he found a girl teaching in 
a country school for $10 a month. He 
declares that pupils of a teacher worth 
no more than that could hope to receive 
little benefit from her instruction."— 
Waukegan Sun.

About the time that the ravages of 
the elements made the statue un- 
sightly, fancy tips of some other metal 
were put" on tho main posts of the Iron 
fence. v . These, too, have rusted off. or 
been j removed In my time, yet that 
old Iron fence stands there as good 
to-day as when it was put up 140 years 
or more ago. 

"You see, there has been a slice 
removed to make room for that sub- 
way kiosk. I tried to get it at the 
time, but was told by the contractors 
that William Barclay Parsons had had 
It carted to his own home as a relic." 
—-New York Sun.

Sudbury, Ont— The scene of Frl- 
day's ^Canadian Pacific wreck at Span- 
ish river presented an almost hopeless 
field of labor for the hundred or more 
men sent to clear away, the wreckage 
and recover the, victims* bodleB. Three 
big dray loads of coffins were waiting 
Sunday to receive the. bodies of up- 
ward of two score victims. 

Thirty-one bodies had been recov- 
ered Sunday and it Is believed there 
are still a score or more in the suIk 
merged cars. . 

Two of the wrecked cars, the colon- 
ist car and the first-class coach, 
whose ventilators- were visible above 
the water, drifted under the bridge 
during the day and finally were sub- 
merged, .while thick Ice has formed 
above them, making it difficult to lo- 
cate them. Thd dining car Is partly 
submerged in the river; and little re- 
mains of the coach which took fire. 

More than thirty Injured were, taken 
to the General, hospital and the hotels 
of Sudbury. 

The number of bodies lying In the 
cars may not be known for many days. 
Among passengers unaccounted for 
are Rev. Mr. Chlldhouse, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Ont., and Auditor Robertson of 
the Canadian Pacific railroad. 

The wreck occurred on a 200-foot 
steel bridge with overhead girders and 
a 30-foot embankment sloping down 
to the Spanish river underneath. 

The engine and three cars had 
passed safely upon the bridge when 
the forward trucks of, the second-class 
coach Jumped the track and struck an 
Immense steel girder with such force 
'as to snap the girder in two and split 
the car as if divided with a cleaver. 
The rear of the second-class coach 
swerved out to one side, pulling the 
colonist car, first-class coach and 
diner off the bridge into the river and 
tipping over the Pullman beside the 
track. 

In the dining car occurred one of 
the greatest struggles men ever made 
to save their lives. The first call for 
dinner had Just been made and Con- 
ductor Thomas Reynolds of North Bay 
was one of the diners. With him were 
W. J. Bell, a lumberman of Sudbury; 
David Brodle, police magistrate of the 
district of Sudbury, and several oth- 
ers. 

In an instant all wero In the water 
above their heads. Reynolds exhorted 
the passengers to hang on to the hat 
racks, chandeliers and other projec- 
tions" and, diving into the icy waters, 
ho broke through a window and 
emerged on the outside of the car. 
, By the merest chance the car had 
listed sufficiently to allow, him to get 
up between the ice and the car. Climb- 
ing up to the roof, he reached in and 
pulled Alfonso Rouse!, six years old, 
of the Canadian Soo, and Police Mag- 
istrate Brodle t)f 8udbury, a';' small 
man, through the ventilators. The 
others were too large. No ax was 
available and with almost superhuman 
strength Reynolds, aided' by those In- 
side, tore a hole in the roof, through 
which eight passengers escaped — all 
who came out of the water alive with 
the exception of Brakeman Morrison, 
who was at the rear of the first-class 
coach, and another man who managed 
to reach the surface. , 

The first to come through ttie roof 
of the dining car was W. J. Bell of 
Sudbury. He is resting in his homo, 
but 30 st itches were required to close 
his wounds. Police Magistrate Brodle 
has three broken, ribs and his face 
and scalp are terribly cut. He Is con- 
fined to the General hospital. Con- 
ductor Reynolds was bruised and cut, 
but was able to return to his home 
at North Bay. The chef and waiters 
of the diner were trapped in a small 
compartment of the car, but were res- 
cued.

Philadelphia.— The six-story build;

When the excitement reached 
tho three upper floors- a wild' rush for 
life ensued. Many of the girls were 
young and became helpless In tho 
panic. 

The workers on the first and second 
floors and most of those on the third 
escaped, but those In the upper, por- 
tion of the building word blocked at 
tho third floor, which was a mass of 
flames. 

The stairway was blocked, with a 
solid mass of persons fighting for 
life. Some got " through, others fell 
unconscious on the stairs and others; 
rushed to the windows to jump. .

Criminal prosecution Is contemplat- 
ed and if the plans do not go astray 
some of the men responsible for the 
rapidly: Increased cost of living will be 
landed behind the bars. 
. This information was obtained here 
In connection with an announcement 
that.the attorney general has received 
a Tull report of the Investigation 
which ho recently ordered into the re- 
lations existing between the National 
Packing Company of Chicago and 
Swift & Co., Armour & Co. and Morris 
& Co., the three concerns which Joint- 
ly control the National Packing Com- 
pany. 

Within a couple of weeks, or as Boon 
as the details can be arranged, tho at- 
torney general will institute a grand 
jury proceeding in Chicago/ tho Intent 
of which is to ascertain whether or 
not the* National Packing Qompany is 
a combination in restraint of trade un- 
der the Sherman anti-trust law. Inas- 
much as the grand Jury proceedings 
are only resorted to whore criminal 
proceedings are contemplated, the in- 
ference Is plain, though Mr. /Wlcker- 
sham will make no statement that his 
hope is to land somebody In Jail. 

That the beef trust is alarmed over 
the outlook is also evident, because it 
Is known that agents of tho trust 
learned that a report on its operations 
had been received here in advance of 
the information being made public. It 
was the fact that tho trust had got 
hold of this Information that brought 
out the story of the contemplated pro- 
ceedings. 

Wade H. Ellis, assistant to the attor- 
ney general, 1b holding himself In read- 
iness to start immediately for Chicago 
If circumstances, as shown by the re- 
port, seem to require his presence. 

Until he gets that report Mr. Ellis 
will not know what his personal rela* 
tions to the case are to be, but the de- 
partment of justice is determined that 
the pending prosecution will not fail 
from lack of any -or all the legal talent 
at the command of tho government.

Charged In pivll BUI That Three 

Prominent Chlcagoans Obtained 

$850,000 Railroad Money. ' 



Chicago.— Purchases of millions 
of dollars' worth of real estate 
by the- Chicago &• Western Indiana 
railroad for a now depot and ' freight 
yards may be held up pending tho 
investigation by State's Attorney Way- 
roan Into real estate deals - through 
which Benjamin Thomas, former pres- 
ident of the i road; John C. Fetzer. and 
Charles R. Kappes, real estate deal- 
ers, are aleged to have obtained $850,- 
,000 of the railroad company's money 
for their own purses. 

The three men, two of them repre- 
sentatives of the railroad, are accused 
of obtaining titles to real . estate 
Bought by tho railroad and then of 
turning the properties over to tho road 
at prices far above tho actual pur- 
chase prices and putting the differ- 
ence in their pockets.

Denial of the charges was made by 
Fetzer. and Kappes. Tho former said 
allhla transactions with the road had 
been made . in • good faith.

THE GREAT COOPER A8 HE IS 

CALLED HA8 8TIRRED UP THAT 

CITY TO A REMARKABLE 

DEGREE. 



Omaha, Nebraska, January 26.— This 
city is at present in tho mldBt of an 
excitement beyond anything that it 
has experienced in recent years. 

Old and young, rich and poor, all 
seem to have become beside them- 
selves over an Individual who was a 
stranger to Omaha up to two weeks 
ago.

monarchy, Is-yet in practice, limited 
by several advising boards, com- 
posed of the grand council, the gov- 
ernment council, the board of cens- 
ors and many viceroys, who all have 
a voice in the settlement of affairs ; 
of state. 

The three-year-old emperor who 
holds in his hands the lives and for- 
tunes of over four hundred .and fifty 
millions, is of course, yet in the 
nursery with his toys, but already a' 
scheme of education upon broad 
western lines is being planned for 
him in order to fit him for his posi- 
tion on the throne. Progress Is 
papable of doing strange things In 
China, and by the timo ho ascends 
to the throne, his country may be 
one for western nations to cope" with 
In the field of industry" or of mill-.' 
wry supremacy in the east. Already 
China is making vaBt strides, and- 
isslmllating ld«as In every branch of 
Mvillzntlon, which cannot but throat: 
jn with the passage of years, to put- 
tier neighbor, Japan, In the shade. It 
Is to bo hoped that the emperor, 
ivheri he does come to occupy that 
position, which has proyed bo often 
Ill-fated to many of his ancestors; of 
tho Ja Chlng or "Great Pure" dy- 
nasty, of which he .Is the sixteenth 
In the canonized , series; may exert 
ill the Influence at his command In 
the interests of peace. 

Meanwhile, he is learning of the wonders of the west, 

tn the shape of toy trains and other mechanical toys sent 

Mm by other juvenile royalties, and being taught that to 

- rule well one must learn first of all, to be obedient to tho 

rules which guide man through life. 

I^gxt* comes Ahmed Mlzra, the boy king of Persia,' 
nrhich holds' within its 635,000 square miles; a scattered 
population of nine millions. Ho too, is under the care of 
'% regent, Assad Vi Mulk, who Is head of the powerful 
Kajar tribe, of which the Bhah'B mother was a princess; 
ud to whose Influence he owes his position, since he is 
not the eldeBt son of the deposed, All Mlzra. He Is only 
13 years old, and another three years will have to pass 
/before he is crowned. 

It Is no wonder that with the example before him of 
his father, who was removed from the throne after a 
brief and troubled reign of two years, that he. wept bitter- 
ly when the news of his succession was brought to' him In 
tho Russian legation, for he was extremely fond of his 
father, and could not understand why he was not allowed 
to go to him. It was. only after bis vizier had scolded 
him harshly that ho dried his tears and prepared to ac- 
cept the honor which had been done him. Now he Is 
practically a prisoner in his own palace, in tho enervat- 
ing atmosphere of the women's apartments, where his 
education 1b being carried on in a way contrary to tho 
wishes of the natlonnl reform party, who brought about 
his sudden change from the position of a .spoiled child 
to that- of a king, His native tu- 
tors endeavor to teach him Per- 
• elan, Arabic,, history and writing, 
but hiB attention Is allowed to be 
distracted by tho Interruptions of 
.the many chamberlains and cour- 
tiers who are permitted to be 
present. , HIb only companions are 
a few young slaves, and there is 
nothJng being done to prepare him 
. for the lofty duties which he must 
fulfill at an early date. 

Tho throne and tho many, at- 
tendant ceremonies appealed to 
him merely as parts of a new 
game and he soon tired of tho ob- • 
sequlous homage with which ho , 
was surrounded and .to-day he is . 
no more than an unhappy child. 

A change, however, is promised , 
by the reformers, who aro only . ; 
awaiting the volthg of funds to 
put their intenUons in execution: ; 
Ho will be removed from the in- 
fluence of the woman's apart- 
monts foreign totors will instruct., 
him in tlieir language; the bOBt of 
the Persian ' scholars will, bo cho- 
sen to inculcate In ^him tho pro- \ 
copts which are thought beBt, ^vltli 
oriental languages and history; 
nrid he will . be given ..companions 
of more suitable, birth chosen from 
the noble families of his kingdom. 
All these advantages will bo used 
to transform him into a ruler such, 
as Persia ought to have to fitly re- 
vive tho glories ; of Alexander and 

DarluB. . • . . . J- "-•■:. ,-. 

Manuel, king of Portugal, is Just 
on the border lino of manhood and 
1b of such boyish appearance that 
ho may well bo included among 
boy, kings. He celebrated his twon- 
, tie'tb birthday-last month and 1b 
*'.! consequently the youngest raon- 
aroh in Europo/ It will not be for- 
gotten that hQ was the second son . 
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of King Carlos and that he was suddenly called to the 
throne by the tragic assassination of his father and his. 
elder brother, Lulz. Although his own inclinations 
guide him toward an artist's life, ho was always pos- 
sessed of a high ideal of the duties imposed upon him 
by his royal birth and a reserve of will power to carry 
out his ideals at all costs. 

The area over which he rules, 'including the islands 
of Azores, covers a total of .35,490 square miles and his 
people number five and a half millions. Though Manuel 
ascended the throne 'at a time when there was nothing 
but the murmur of anarchy In his. ears and his thoughts 
were assailed by sad recollections, ho has coma through 
the events *which succeeded his accession with an equa- 
nimity and diplomatic grasp of the situation which does 
infinite credit to him and his training. 

As it is the duty of a king to his people to marry; rhe 
has lately been..going a-woolng, in England, but there 
has been a distinct hesitancy on. the part of his prin- 
cesses to share his. fortunes, which may or may not, 
as time will show, be checkered with misfortune, If not 
with tragedy, and he left England with nothing decided. 
But sooner or later lie must make up his mind, and 
meanwhile matchmaking Europe 1b discreetly . but ear- 
nestly making plans for his future. 

His. Highness Daudl Chua, Kabaka or King of Uganda; 
grandson of the celebrated Mutesa, Is a minor under a 
regency of three native chiefs, who aro assisted In the 



government by a 
native assembly, 
or Lukiko. Be- 
sides that there 
is a British com- 
missioner, as 
. Uganda Is a pro- 
tectorate of 
Great Britain, 
who helps to 
keep things In . 
order with the 
aid of a battal- 
lion of the King's 
African- Rifles 1 
and. about a, 
thousand armed 
constabulary. 

The Kabaka, 
however, Is al- 
lowed perfect 
freedom, for the 
people of Ugan- 
da are unique 
among the na- 
tive races of Af- 
rica. They . are 
an amiable, po- 
lite and Intelli- 
gent race, as Is 
shown by the 
fact that out of a population of three and a half mil- 
lions one million are Christians while 200,000 of them 
can read arid write. , 

The dynasty of Uganda, of which Daudi Chua is me 
thlrty-seventh representative, \in its earlier origin waB. 
a king to the inhabitants of Egypt, , though aB intermar- 
riage, took place with the native race who have always 
inhabited the kingdom the present representative is in 
appearance negro with a slightly paler skin than the 
average and large,- clear, eyes. That there is good 
ground for the belief in Egyptian origin is proved by the 
fact that a certain portion of his people In feature 
(though with curly hair) and in their traditions have 
much In common with! the Egyptians. The Kabaka lives 
in Mengo, a straggling city of about 80,000 inhabitants, 
built like Rome on seven hills, most of them of great 
steepness, round which, are marshy. tracts. The quarter 
Inhabited by the king and his court and . the people of 
higher degree Is clean and picturesque, surrounded by 
trees and gardens, while a cathedral opened a few years 
ago "helps to give it the appearance of a capital city, 
which it ^111 probably resemble more and more as the 
Improvements now in progress are carried out 

The protectorate administration is carried on at En- 
tebbe, which is renowned for its "beauty, surrounded by 
lofty incense trees, which have- always a load of chat 
tery. parrots and monkeys In search of tho plums they- 
bear at certain seasons of the. year. 



The boy Kabaka, though his kingdom Is the smallest 
of the four, is probably moBt to be envied, for his posi- 
tion Is free from the many cares which will assuredly 
beset, the emperor of China and the shah of Persia In 
later years!. 

SHRINKS FROM POMP 

When Princess Victoria of England, daughter of 
Queen Alexandra, was a girl of 14 it became, her .duty 
one day to act as hostess at a Juvenile entertainment at 
Marlborough house. In the middle of It she suddenly 
disappeared. A messenger was dispatched to Bucking- 
Ham palace to see if tho truant had run away to "grand- 
ma," but she wasn't there. At last a letter from her 
to the princess of Wales was discovered la the school- 
room, begging "mother" not to be angry; she did "hate 
parties" so, and she had gone to stay with the duchess 
of Teck till this one was over. 

Not liking .parties has been a characteristic of this 
princess' ever since, though, having a strong sense of 
duty,* which' developed as she grew .older, she doesn't 
run away from them any more, says the Strand. But 
those who know her know that If she could choose her 
life it' would be one far from court— a life free from 
demandB of etiquette and spent among the friends she 
loves.

What Substitute for Meat? 

In reports of the meat boycott, now 
spreading over the country like a prairie 
fire, there have been occasional refer- 
ences to the vegetable diet adopted by 
the meat abstainers as a substitute for 
the flesh diet But, so far, no definite •' is 



no 

vegetable bill of fare has been published, 
and it is probable that many in sym- 
pathy with the movement will decline 
to give up their meat courses until they 
find a satisfactory substitute for them. 
There are people who can get along with 
potatoes, cabbages, onions,' and other 
staple vegetables, while others have a 
positive aversion to some or all of them. 
Sea and fresh water products would 
answer" for a short period of abstinence 
from meat, but they are rather expen- 
sive just now. For several weeks clams 
have not been obtainable at the mar- 
kets, with here and there an exception, 
at any price. The approach of Lent is 
helpful to the boycott movement, as the 
members of two or three churches 
usually abstain in whole or in part from 
meat during that period. At present 
it looks as though this popular protest 
against high prices for meats would be 
expensive and unproductive of any sub- 
stantial benefits. 



Agitation Over High Prices 

"Revolutions have been started by 
less than the American people are now 
suffering now," says Senator Joseph L. 
Bristow, of Kansas. "Meat foots up 
to a quarter of the average household 
expenses, arid it ought to be -cheaper 
today instead of dearer than it was 
twenty-five years ago; because of the 
greater economy in its preparation and 
sale. When I%as a boy, 25 per cent of 
the carcass went to waste. Now,|nothr 
ing goes to waste— not even the blood." 
Senator Bristow's words crystalize 
the sentiment of protest in all parts of 
the country against the higher cost of 
living. Thus far the movement, which 
first took form in an actual , boycott at 
Cleveland, has met with most success 
in the west The east has been slow to 
follow, influenced perhaps by a wide- 
spread feeling among small dealers and 
in the labor unions that a universal boy- 
cott, though " effective as a t protest, 
would actually play into the hands of 
the packers, who, with their control of 
cold-storage houses arid refrigerator 
lines, could carry their product through 
a prolonged boycott, whereas even thirty 
days' cessation of trade would put the 
small independents out of business. 

What the scattered and sporadic boy- 
cott all over the country and the univer- 
sal protest have done, however, is to 
focus the attention of the nation upon 
the necessity for economy. The most 
serious warnings have been sounded on 
this subject by economists, statisticians 
and business men without bringing the 
truth home to the people as has their 
sudden realization of its application in 
one particular. 

President W. C. Brown, of the New 
York Central lines, said in a recent ad- 
dress: "The most portentous cloud 
upon the political or economic horizon,

' Washington.— If the suits pending 
in. the United. States supreme court 
are decided in favor of the govern- 
ment the administration will at once 
Institute proceedings against a; large 
.number of corporations organized 
along tho same lines as the Standard 
Oil Company and the American To- 
bacco Company. 

This statement was mado Monday 
on high authority as representing tho 
'intention of President Taft. So con- 
fident Is the administration that it 
•will bo victorious in the Standard Oil. 
and Tobacco cases that agents of tho 
.department of justice are now at 
•work v making a thorough investigation 
of many of tho corporations against 
rwhich suits will be filed shortly after 
the supreme court renderB its de- 
cision. 

Tho prosecution of the beef trust Is 
only the. beginning of the campaign 
■which tho president Is preparing to 
wage against the trusts, it Is declared.' 
It 1b known that tho president'has 
had this program in mind for several 
■weeks^ It is also known that some of 
the most influential men in Wall 
street have beseeched tho president 
to abandon his trust-busting cam- 
paign. Many members of congress 
have sought to dissuade the president, 
but after deliberate study ho has re- 
fused to yield to corporation repre- 
sentatives. * 

There is a possibility that members 
of congress will attempt to head off i 
• the president by amendments to the 
Sherman anti-trust law. There have 
been several conferences recently for 
the purpose of arriving at a decision 
as to the best method to so modify 
the Sherman anti-trust law that It 
would permit existing combinations to 
continue. No definite conclusion has 
as yet been arrived at. 

Some of tho leaders are fearful that 
If ~ the subject Is once opened up to 
amendment, the law, Instead of being 
modified, will be made more radical 
-than at present, and for this reason 
they hesitate to risk tho Introduction 
■of legislation modifying the law. 

Mr. Taft takes tho position that no 
corporation, which observes the law. 
need be in the least alarmed, and that 
if there is any injury to business be- 
cause infringements of the law are 
corrected, the injury cannot be per- 
manent. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson in 
his testimony before the congressional 
committee which Is Investigating the" 
rise In the prlco of foodstuffs in the DIs-, 
trlct of Columbia,' ^Monday declared 
'that American farm. products are sold 
cheaper abroad .than they are in thia 
country. 

Ho Intimated that the trusts were 
to blame, but declined to go into any 
lengthy explanation because the in- 
vestigation which ho is conducting 
has not yet been completed. He also 
blamod the high cost of living to this, 
together With the exorbitant profits 
demanded by the retail dealers. Ho 
prescribed as one remedy for the 
evil, a return to. tho farm. More farm- 
ers, and more intelligent farming, ho 
declared, would greatly remedy con- 
ditions. ^ 
' Chicago.— The. beef trust investiga- 
tion is now under way before the 
United States grand jury. Subpoenas 
wore served Monday by special agents 
of tho district attorney's office on a 
number of employes of packing con- 
cerns.

Expert Carpenter Gives Some Point* 

ers as to This Seemingly Simple 

Proceeding. 



"It takes an apprentice a full year 

to learn that he does not know how to 

drive a nail," said an export carpenter. 

"When once.he has realized this It Is 

only a matter of a few minutes to 

learn how It should bo done.- Tho 

commonest mistake Is the belief that 

a hard blow with tho hammer la more 

effective than several little taps, and 

the learner Is Inclined to admire the 

man who drives a nail all tho way in 

with but one blow. This Is where he 

Is wrong; four or. ftvo' blows are much 

bettor thrfh one. The reason la thnt 

one hard • blow, inevitably mafcos the 

nail robound, ever so slightly, It 1b 

true, but enough to make It hold less* 

-firmly than It, would If driven In 

gradually. The nail may bo driven' 

almost all the way., with ono blow, but 

several lighter tapB are necessary to 

finish tho Job. 



"Another thing/' continued the old 
carpenter, "the beginner generally 
tries to drive his' nails as perpendicu- 
larly as possible. This Is another 
error, for a nail driven a little diagon- 
ally holdB the parts together, much 
more firmly than ono driven perpen- 
dicularly. And in driving a nail 
diagonally It Is even more necessary 
to proceed with gontJe.tnps, for hard 
blows Inevitably dlsplaco the surfaces 
that are to be held together."

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Uncle Sam Gets After the Loafers 




WASHINGTON. — The cbrnprehen- 
bIvo economloBi in the i executive 
departments of the government which 
the administration la seeking to , ap- 
ply, will penetrate to the remoteBt 
section- of the- country. Not only 
Is the work of. the departments in 
Washington being analyzed, but every 
public office In every state' will receive 
the same treatment ThlB will Include 
every mint, especially the big mint at 
Philadelphia, every custom house, ev- 
ery internal revenue office, every poat- 
ofllce and all other offices where the 
public money is expended. The prom- 
ise was made by. Senator Aldrich, dur- 
ing the tariff debates, that a saving 
of from 26 to 40 per cent Is possible 
and tho administration is. aiming to 
reach those figures. 
'. This, means, that preparations are 
being made to make many consolida- 
tions \vhere work heretofore has-been 
duplicated. In fact, Borne of these 
con8olidati6ns are accomplished al- 
ready. ?' Also it meanB that the buslr 
n'cBS of each borough and office is be- 
ing scanned,, all. with a view of in- 
creasing their, efficiency and at the 
same' time reducing the cost. The ad- 
ministration has gone far enough to 
know that this can be done. 
The work of Investigation Is under 



charge , of i . Charles D. Norton, assist- 
ant secretary of the treasury; who, 
handles the annual estimates for all 
departments, and he has: not yet ex- 
amined a single public office without 
finding faults . to be, cured and the ex- 
pense to be cut off. Tho trouble lies 
largely in, an unnecessary number. of 
employes and a consequent system of 
loafing. and shirking' that, would not 
be tolerated in any private business. 

Much of ; the investigation - so ' far 
made jhaa been \the jpersonal work of 
Mr. Norton. Thus in' an office under 
the treasurer of the 'United States he 
found, the work far behind -and an ap- 
plication for more employee on file. 
Mr. Norton went to this office at nine, 
in the morning, when business is sup- 
posed: to begin, and found.- it empty. 
Presently a few of the clerks arrived^ 
but it waB ten. o'clock before all of 
them were there and nt work. At 
11:30 some of them went outtolunchj 
and it was 1:30 before all of them 
were again at their desks. Shortly 
after four they begin to 'leave the 
place, although- the day's work is not 
supposed tcybe over until 4:30. At 
that hour not a soul remained in the : 
office. 

After satisfying himself this was the" 
dally routine in the offlco^Mr. Norton 
sent for Charles H. Treat, then treas- 
urer, and exploded; his bomb. He or- 
dered that, -instead of . Increasing the 
force in that office it was to be re- 
duced..: This was done and the office 
has so increased in efficiency that it Is 
doing more work than it over did be- 
fore,' and is fast catching up on its 
back business.

^tfemely. hungry and having no money 
to buy actual food, kept at his grim 
tnsk. A minute later he. struck a stick 
of dynamite in the core of the same 
pie and was burled from his late res- 
idence tho next day, leaving a wife 
in Poland. and another in Ohio.. , 

ThuB lives are wiped out and homes 
ore made desolate by the ordinary 
mince pie of commerce — a dubious 
and sinister victual, In whose dark 
depths a million dangers lurk. 
The average mince pie manufactur- 

; or* wo have no doubt whatever^ starts 
out in business with 'high. ideals and 
a real' love for his art. It is his firm 
Intent to devise only the best and 

"; purest pies and to use In them noth- 
ing but genuine fruit, honest soup 
meat, choice brands of fourth-rate 

'flour, clean bacon rinds and chemical- 
ly pure glucose, magnesia and anltlne 
dyes. 
But as ho goes on and the mad 



thirst, for opulence seizes him the 
temptation to sophisticate his product 
becomes irresistible. His first false 
step may seem harmless — it may : be 
nothing worse. Indeed, than the. addi- 
tion of Bomo sterilized wood pulp to 
his pie filling— but that first false step 
1b fatal. Ere long he 1b launched upon, 
a dizzy career of chicanery and sub- 
terfuge. Abandoning apples and' 
peaches entirely, he begins to fillhls 
pies with carrots and turnips. Instead 
of flour, he tries plaster of paris; in-

No wonder the ordinary mince pie 
of our hostelries and eating houses, 
our public banquets and our cook 
stands bearB an evil. name. No wonder 
it is avoided as a pestilence, even by 
shoo drummers.. And yet mince pie, 
per Be, is not nefarious. .Made at 
home, and without too. great a depend- 
ence upon left-overs and other culin- 
ary debris, it may be both nourishing 
and palatable— a sound and oven de- 
lightful viand, with something of lob- 
ster salad's hearty solidarity, and 
something of the wiener schnitzel's 
haunting mystery. Made upon the east- 
ern shore of Maryland, where pieology 
is an art as noble as piano playing or 
therapeutics, it may rise even high- 
er than that, becoming a true victual 
of the first-class and ranking with 
Smlthfleld . ham salad and fried 
smelts. 



Prosperity Shown in Diamond Imports 




PROSPERTY has returned, accord- 
ing, to import and export records 
for 1909, published recently by the bu- 
reau of statistics of the department of 

"commerce and labor. The surest in-. 
di cation of ready money, officials de- 
clare, is the diamond market, and duiy 
ing the first 11 months of 1909. this 
has boomed, the Importation of cut 
diamonds amounting to. $25,214,541,' 

'-. three times as much as during the cor- 
responding period last year, and near- 
ly $6,500,000 v more than during that 
time in 1907. 

Imports of cut diamonds thlB year, 
with'.December omitted, amounted to 
more than " $1,000,000 above thoso in 
the 12 months of 1907, this banner 
year in the importation' of cut ^oma. 
On these diamonds the government 



this year collected $2,500,000 In duties. 
Belgium and the Netherlands are. the 
countries selling most of the stones to 
the United States. 

More" than- $40,000,000 worth of dia- 
monds and other precious stones were! 
Imported the first 11 months of 1909. 
Theso are tho correct 'figures and rep- 
resent an Increase of $28,000,000 over 
the" total of 1908 and more than 
$8,000,000 over 1907,. this country's 
record year for Imports of Jewels. 
. • During the calendar year the for- 
eign commerce of the United States 
exceeded in value that of any earlier 
year with tho exception of 1907. Im- 
ports were larger than In any previous 
12 months, but exports will fall some- 
what below those of 1906 and 1907. 

A subject of Interest in the report Is 
tho statement that exportation of food- 
stuffs, both raw. and manufactured,* 
haB fallen lower than any other time 
for a decade. This g|veB rise to ap- 
prehension, especially as it is accom- 
panied by the statement that, , while 
other countries- are selling to the Unit- 
ed States, this nation's trade with oth- 
er lands has suffered.

Arabian Men and Wgmen Make Meet- 
ing Place of Springs at Ham- 
man-Rlrha. 

Dr. Georges Martin of the thermal 
station of Hamman-Rlrha gives an In- 
teresting account of the ArabB who 
come in crowds to take the baths -at 
that station. Their number every year 
can be estimated at more than -.20,000. 

Of these bathers about two-thlrdB 
aro women. Besides the medical. ef- 
fect the baths are for the Arab wom- 
an a meeting place, whore she en- 
counters her friends, as they, remain 
a long time in the baths, three-quar- 
ters of an hour or inoro. They dip 
themselves in the water from tlmo to 
time; then, sitting on the curb, they, 
chat, laugh and sing. 

Sometimes one .of them • addresses 
an .Invocation to the Sultan Slimah 
(Solomlh), patron, of the springs hid- 
den in' the mountain. The more be- 
lieving sometimes receive their re'eom- 
ponse in seeing the steam rise from 
the waters. After the bath the' native 
rolls' himself In hla cloak and lies in 
the aun. 

To quench the burning thirst which, 
the very warm bath gives Arabs suck 
tho Juice of lemons or oranges or 
they go to the "cafe maure" attached 
to the baths to drink a tiny cup of 
coffee. Many Arabs, instead of com- 
ing to the establishment, prefer to 
take the bath in the open air. , On the 
side of the bill a spring flows from 
tho rock and the natives come to 
bathe in tho natural basin where .the 
water gushes out. . ' 

As a votive offering the ". women 
hang portions of their veils on the 
neighboring bushes. The childless 
come there piously to plunge in' their, 
small stuffed, dolls. It is there that 
the prayer Is above all agreeable to 
Sllman. They sacrifice fowls to him, 
they burn Incense and spices In the 
earthen braziers, and' it is In his hon- 
or that the little many-colored wax 
tapers stuck In the ground burn so 
often at night * 



Boring Artesian Wells. 
The boring of an artesian well Is 
not aneaBy task. The well of Cre- 
nelle, France, required from Decem- 
ber 4, 1833 to February 26. 1841, for 
completion. The one at Fassy of the 
same depth took only two years to 
make. Engineers now count upon one 
year in which to complete the well 
of Malsons-Laffitte. This well 1b al- 
ready at a depth of 460 meters. It 
will go to a depth of 650 meters.
